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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

2. Claims 7-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The independent 
claim 7 now recites that "a first electrode having a number of discharge sites ... to 
discharge electrically as electric arcs " (emphasis added). However, the present 
application as disclosed in the specification is directed to an invention to the 
developing or generating of a corona, the controlling of a corona, and the use of a 
corona wherein the corona is known as a low intensity diffused electrical discharge 
which differs from an electric arc as a high intensity electrical discharge, and the 
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corona is developed in a free space between a dielectric coated electrode and a 
counter electrode upon the application of an electrical energy to the electrodes 
(page 1, lines 10-19). In page 2, lines 16-18 it discloses the generating and 
controlling the corona to reduce or avoid a localized corona and/or the electric arc. 
And "[a]n electric arc usually will not occur because there are no bare metal 
surfaces exposed to provide electron flow directly therefrom" (page 14, lines 20 
and 210. As such, the present invention is directed to the generating and 
controlling of the corona where the localized and/or the electric arc are reduced 
or avoided, and the limitation "to discharge electrically as electric arcs" is a new 
matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 71-2, 21, 22, 24 and 25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Creijghton (US 5,766,447), for reasons as of record. 
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5. Claims 13-20 and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Creijghton '477, for reasons as of record. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 19 May 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive because of the rejection to the new matter introduced 
into the claims as et forth in the above paragraph.
